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Pittsburgh, January 31, 1907. 

To the Select and Common Councils of the City of Pittsburgh, 
Gentlemen: 

In obedience to the law and the custom, I herewith present for 
your consideration the financial operations of the City for the fiscal 
year closing January 31st, 1907. 

The general statement of warrants drawn aggregate $13,842,- 
710.86, or an increase of $2,014,431.10 over the amount expended 
for all purposes in the preceding year. This is the net increase, the 
gross increase being $2,619,764.89, which is offset by decreases in 
various items to the extent of $605,333.79. Nearly all this decrease 
occurs in items found in the reserve funds and of the gross increase 
a still larger amount comes from the same class of funds. As the 
reserve funds are made up largely of monies for fixed charges and 
specified improvements, over which the City has no control, they 
bear little relation to department outlay. 

The disposition of the general revenues and taxes is more 
closely traced in their application to the operating expenses of the 
principal departments of Public Works, Public Safety and Charities. 
These show a net increase of $507,237.07 over the warrants drawn 
in 1905 by same departments. 

Of this excess in expenditure, $291,474.42 should properly be 
charged to the expense account of same departments for 1905, as 
the warrants for same were drawn in the first three months of 
fiscal year 1906, either to cover unpaid bills or meet extravagant 
administration of February and March of last year ; so that the real 
excess of 1906 over 1905 was only $215,762.65, or a net difference 
of $215,762.65, all of which is more fully set forth in following table.

Revenue 

There was some notable mcreases in revenue during the year 
in which the Mayor's office nearly doubled its income at the expense 
of crime and through a daily accounting inaugurated by Mayor 
Guthrie in the first week of his administration. Wild debauch, tur- 
bulent revelry and indiscriminate violations of law now suffer full 
penalty, and when collected the money goes into the Treasury. 

Switch License 

The tax for switches and sidings, practically ignored in 1905, 
was given decent and needed attention in 1906 through notice to 
delinquents that the streets and highways of the City belonged to 
the people and that those who occupied them under City Ordinance 
must pay or take their tracks up. Some of the most belligerent were 
non-residents, competing in business with our own resident tax- 
payers. The ten days notice to pay or take up the obstructing tracks 
had the desired effect. They paid, and promise no further trouble. 

The Traction Company 

During the year, and in pursuance of a Supreme Court decision, 
the Traction Company paid into the Treasury $48,109, the Court 
approving the right of the City to collect the tolls heretofore paid 
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by the Traction Company to the Smithfield Street Bridge Company, 
the matter having been in litigation for five years. 

The case of the Point Bridge Company, involving tolls due by 
the Traction Company since 1896, is still in Court, but as the same 
questions are in dispute, the City hopes for a favorable decision at 
an early date. The amount in contention is large. 

Light 

A persistent discussion of the discrimination against the City 
in the price of light by the Allegheny County Light Company, was 
finally settled by your honorable bodies adopting the price agreed 
on at a conference between the Mayor, Controller, and Mr. Callery 
representing the Light Company, and covering a period of two years 
ending January 31st, 1908, at $76.00 per light, instead of $96.00, 
or an annual saving to the City of $64,000, the present number of 
arc lamps in use being about 3,200. At this same conference Mayor 
Guthrie secured from Mr. Callery the admission that the Traction 
Company had not complied with the City Ordinances requiring the 
Company to keep the streets paved and clean within the tracks, and 
that an adjustment would be had early as possible and the amount 
paid over to the City. Up to the present time, however, this has not 
been done, though the account approximating $100,000 for year 1906 
has been rendered. 



An Old Story in a New Dress 

The old, old story of compelling the railroads to pay an equit- 
able portion of the expense of the local government broke out again 
during the year, and under the auspices of a real reform Mayor, was 
g^ven much encouragement. Whether any attempt to suppress this 
hitherto foAidden subject was or was not made. Mayor Guthrie was 
an active advocate of an equal tax on all classes and it only needed 
some one to demonstrate that this method had not prevailed. 

The Controller, anxious for some years to break the ice and 
relieve the public of part of its load, and to increase the revenues of 
the City, began the work of comparison between property of the 
railroad and contiguous property of the individual. Comparisons 
were never more odious than those, with the result that twenty to 
twenty-five millions were added to railroad valuations for a start. 
Mayor Guthrie not only actively aided, but ordered all rights of way 
to be treated as other property and included in the assessment. How 
these corporations, through these many years avoided this obliga- 
tion or were permitted to escape a plain duty, is suggestive, but not 
regarded by those who know why, as a prudent theme for public 
discussion. 



J 
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The ownership of the City by public service and other corpora- 
tions is now very much disputed and hereafter a much wider dis- 
tribution of the taxing power is likely to be exercised. A sense of 
fairness on the part of those administering large corporations would 
leave little room for contention and disarm a municipality whose 
people have grown hostile from invasion of their rights. There is 
abundant room in a large city for all interests where gains and losses 
are wisely apportioned and the spirit of concession is cultivated, but 
there is a world of trouble always in store for those who acquire 
through force or power the property interests or privileges of an- 
other. 

The City Gets the Worst of It 

The practice of favoring Tom, Dick and Harry at the expense 
of the City, for local improvements was given some little attention 
during the year by the Board of Viewers, but not enough to show a 
definite change of policy. The City still gets the worst of it and the 
Board of Viewers still believe they are a law unto themselves, and 
are in no way responsible to the people, although employed exclu- 
sively in the adjustment of City matters. 

The City should be treated as an individual in the matter of 
improvements and pay a proportionate assessment against any prop- 
erty it may own on the line of improvement, but it should not be used 
as a sort of "catch all" that other property owners may be relieved 
to prevent appeal. Abutting property should pay for its own im- 
provement and if the proposed cost from the Viewers' view point 
is to be attended with sacrifice or hardship, the improvement should 
not be made. There is neither justice nor sense in taxing hill-top 
or South Side people or Lawrenceville citizens for improvements 
such as Webster Avenue or Sixth Avenue. The proceeding and the 
method in these two streets was as unfair as the appearance of the 
make-shift improvement is disgraceful. As stated and re-stated, 
at intervals, there are times when extraordinary demands for extra- 
ordinary sacrifice, to meet the necessities of a large community 
should be generously met, but these elements are lacking in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred where justice is chloroformed, while 
the cost of various improvements is distributed. His Honor, the 
Mayor, has interposed to prevent this injustice and to some extent 
has curbed it, but until thoughtful men with courage enough to 
compel every man to pay his own street and sewer obligations are 
selected by the Courts to do this work, or the vicious law repealed, 
the silly farce will be persisted in. 
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Change in License Rates 

This also is an old song, but the older it grows the less effect 
it has. The Bill Poster pays no more tribute to the City now than 
he did twenty years ago, although he pastes his matter before five 
times as many people. The same with the Theatres ; they pay twenty 
dollars a month now as the little Nickelodeon does, no more, no less 
and as similar amusements did at a time when the memory of man 
runneth not to the contrary. 

There should be a revision of the whole revenue list and a new 
establishment of prices. Either that, or put them all on the free list 
and get full credit for being generous. The subjects of license are 
not in the charitable class and are willing to pay their way and pay 
well, and it is an affront to subject them to a charge of escaping just 
dues with a mere pittance. 



Saving on Filtration Bonds 

There has been some very sensible talk about filtration, its 
efficiency and cost and some very senseless chatter, and that the 
chaff may be threshed from the grain and the public be given the 
facts as to cost, it is essential that we begin with the Bonds, as the 
money to build the plant is wholly made up from bond proceeds. 
Of the first issue of $2,500,000,— $500,000 of it was applied to part 
payment of land and expenses of Filtration Commission in the ini- 
tial stages of water purification. In the several years that elapsed 
the increase of population and the desire to cover all portions of the 
city with an up-to-date plant having capacity for future as well as 
present needs, a new loan of $5,000,000 was authorized resulting 
in litigation about the character of the bonds and the charter pro- 
vision as to their life and payment. When that was settled the Con- 
troller took the position that the borrowing of so much money before 
a contract for the work had been entered into, was bad policy and 
unjustifiable from any view point, and that instead of paying four 
per cent., the high credit of the city and the favorable condition of 
the money market warranted a three and one-half per cent, loan to 
be sold at periods as the work progressed, the Controller finally 
refusing to sign the bonds, if issued, unless these conditions were 
complied with. 

Eight months of persistent adhesion to these businesslike re- 
quirements resulted in securing to the people all that was fought 
for, and an agreement was reached that $2,000,000 of the $5,000,000 
authorized should be issued in 1905, $2,000,000 in 1906, and the last 
$1,000,000 in 1907, providing always that no more than was abso- 
lutely required for the work during its progress, should be issued. 
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The Economy of Such a Move 

Had the whole $5,000,000 in bonds at four per cent, been issued 
and sold in June, 1905, as contemplated, the interest charge to June, 
1907, would have been $400,000. Only $2,000,000 at three and one- 
half per cent, were issued carrying an annuaj interest charge of 
$70,000. In June, 1906, it was found necessary to issue only $1,000,- 
000 to carry the work along to June or July, 1907, the interest being 
$35,000 plus the accrued interest of $70,000 on the first $2,000,000 
for the second year. Thus we have a total interest charge to June, 
1907, of $175,000 in place of a four per cent, charge on $5,000,000 
or $400,000, a saving to the City in two years of $225,000. 

We were able, through exchange of idle cash in the various Sink- 
ing Funds for a like amount of securities, to sell $2,370,000 of the 
$3,000,000 and pay into the Sinking Funds the interest the City 
would have paid to any holder, three and one-half per cent, on the 
$2,370,000 sold to it as follows: Three and one-half per cent, on 
$1,370,000 for two years or June, 1907, $95,900 and the same rate 
on $1,000,000 from June, 1906, to June, 1907, $35,000, making an 
interest payment in two years of $130,900 to the Sinking Funds. 
The balance of the $3,000,000 issued, $630,000, were sold to the 
Union Trust Company with an annual interest charge of $22,050, 
or $44,100 from June, 1905, to June 1907. True, the people had to 
pay the interest to the bondholders, but since they held $2,370,000 
of their own bonds in their own Sinking Fund and collected in the 
two years $130,900 that usually go to outside or private investors. 
Independent of this, the people own the bonds they buy and are 
enabled to cancel them at any time they have the cash in the Sink- 
ing Fund. 

The ordinary man, engro§sed in other affairs of life has no 
time to figure out these interest problems and does not care to in- 
volve himself in the perplexities resulting from the computation of 
average cost, average life, or the earning power of bonds. It is not 
his work and should he undertake and finish it, he is in doubt about 
his conclusions or whether he has covered the ground correctly, and 
yet he is interested in knowing whether the common fund to which 
he has contributed has been judiciously managed. 

Illustration 

The best way to illustrate what may be done is to assume that 
the various Sinking Funds have to their credit $5,000,000 of cash 
with no maturing obligations to take up within the year and as a pru- 
dent and safe investment exchange the cash for $5,000,000 of bonds 
at par, bearing an annual interest of three and one-half per cent, or 
an aggregate return of $175,000. The law permitting their issue 
requires the City at time of issue, to provide a Sinking Fund into 
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which shall be paid annually one-thirtieth of the face of the bonds, 
and so safeguard it that when the bonds mature the money to take 
up and cancel them will be in the Sinking Funds. This amount on 
the whole issue would be $166,666.66. Add to this the interest, 
$175,000, the City being the holder, and we have annually $341,- 
6QQM. Multiply this by 15 and the Sinking Fund has at end of 
fifteen years, without compounding, a total cash sum of $5,124,- 
999.90 or $124,999.90, more than is necessary to the payment of the 
entire loan, so that the life of a 30-year bond managed in this way 
is less than one-half the limit fixed for its maturity. 

It may be said that the money available for the purchase of 
these bonds was borrowed from the other sinking funds, this is true, 
but is was possible to pay it back in annual sums of $341,666.66 out 
of the charges fixed and provided by law. 

This is not entirely practical when applied to the present fil- 
tration loan, as the sinking funds were not able to take all that was 
issued and meet other maturing indebtedness, but as set forth it 
will be largely taken as it has been and the savings from a cancerous 
interest growth will be marvellous. The average life of bonds 
managed in this way cannot exceed fifteen years, exclusive of the 
increment from compounding which belongs to the Sinking Funds 
from which the money was originally borrowed. 



The New Bond Compared with the Old One 

The new charter, written very largely by our present Mayor 
and City Solicitor, compels the municipality, when issuing bonds, to 
provide for the payment and surrender of one-thirtieth of the whole 
issue annully and when taken up interest ceases, so that in fifteen 
years from the date of issue, one-half of the whole issue has been 
taken up and one-half of the interest on the whole issue ceases. 
For instance, say the whole issue required is $30,000 at five (5) per 
cent, and concurrently provision is made for a Sinking Fund of 
three and three-tenths per cent, annually, as well as an interest fund. 

As the Sinking Fund charge amounts to $1,000, it is preserved 
through the life of the issue and is applied annually to lift or pay 
the bond falling due at end of year. 

At the time of issue, the first $1,000 bond is paid off by apply- 
ing the $1,000 provided for the Sinking Fund, and so on, until the 
whole issue is taken up; the Sinking Fund being exhausted each 
year to take up the bond, while the interest decreased $60.00 annu- 
ally, so that the liability of the city grew less each year, and the 
bond itself matured as stated, in less than fifteen years, through de- 
crease in annual interest. 
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The Old Method 

Under the old system of issuing bonds, they could not be with- 
drawn after issue during their life of thirty (30) years, unless a 
holder desired to sell, and the opportunity to purchase at a fair 
premium was rare. 

As the amount required for Sinking Fund purposes is the same 
under old or new law, and the interest is assumed to be the same, it 
is evident the difference must be in the duration of the bond and the 
economy of the new system over the old consists in the saving of 
interest, as follows : — 

The average life of an issue of thirty-year bonds under the 
new system as shown, is fifteen years ; therefore, $1,000,000 at five 
(5) per cent., 30-year bonds would cost the city $750,000 in interest, 
while under the old way, $1,000,000 of 30-year five (5) per cent, 
bonds would cost the city $1,500,000 in interest, as no portion of it 
could mature until the expiration of thirty years. Even though the 
Sinking Fund bought the whole issue and put the interest into the 
Sinking Fund, no part of the loan could be taken up nor could the 
interest cease on any portion of the loan, under the law, until the 
whole loan matured. 

A Practical Illustration 

It has been denied that this economy is practical and that the 
above views are mere theories. Happily, we have a case in point 
where practical application during the life of a bond issue sets the 
matter at rest and proves all that has been written of it. In 1888, 
the Borough of East Birmingham comprising the 25th and 26th 
wards, was unable to meet its bonded indebtedness and the amount 
lacking $62,000 was refunded through the issue of thirty-year 
bonds at four per cent. The City sold the issue to the Water Loan 
Sinking Fund and provided under the law for a three and three- 
tenth Sinking Fund charge to take up the loan at maturity, 1918. 
As the bonds carried four per cent, interest that was also passed to 
the credit of the Sinking Fund, or an annual payment of seven and 
three-tenths when combined. 

On taking charge of this office in 1902, or fourteen years after 
the issue of these bonds, it did not require much figuring to show 
that this debt had matured and that its Sinking Fund had to its 
credit the face of the bonds and a surplus of nearly $2,000. I 
ordered the special tax on the people of these wards stricken from 
the levy and the bonds cancelled, which was done, although the life 
of the bond would not expire until 1918. Had these bonds been 
sold to a broker or any private investor, they could not have been 
withdrawn, but as the City held and owned the bonds, it could not 
defend the collection of more than the face of the debt. 
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What the former dynasty would have done with that $64,000 
in the following sixteen years, even though it should relieve the 
people of the special tax, was one of the things left unanswered 
when the old regime went out of business. Enough, however, at 
this time to say that the bond syndicate has also gone out of busi- 
ness, so far as this city is concerned. The only opportunity offered 
bond grafters now is participation in the four-tenths of one per cent, 
which the State imposes on its own citizens, while investors from 
other states pay nothing. 



Added Proof 

That the charter Act, relative to the issue of bonds, and pro- 
vision for their maturity, when conformed to in spirit and letter, 
has been of incalculable benefit to this city, is further illustrated 
by the following comparison after five years of operation.
